EG-TPT:    Production  of  both  sesame  seed  -and  peanuts  was  smaller  in 
1942  than  the  year  before.     Pinal  estimates  for  the  two  crops  with  1941 
figures  in  parentheses  are  as  follows:     Sesame-seed  production  13,228,000 
pounds  (14,550,000)  from  21,353  acres  (20,502),  peanuts  27,117,000  pounds

ARGKITIITE  CORE  CROP  ONE  OP  SMALLEST 
ON  RECORD;  STOCKS  SMALL  .  .  . 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1942-43  corn  crop  in  Argentina 
is  placed  at  74,799,000  "bushels,   according  to  cabled  information  from  the 
American  Embassy  at  Buenos  Aires.     At  that  level  it  is  the  smallest  crop 
reported  since  1916-17,  and  is  less  than  a  fourth  of  last  year's  produc- 
tion of  555,649,000  "bushels.     The  official  estimate  is  smaller  than  was 
expected,  as  trade  sources  had  forecast  outturns  ranging  from  around 
80,000,000  to  100,000,000  bushels. 

The  poor  crop  is,  as  has  "been  reported  previously,   the  restilt  of 
reduced  acreage  and  of  the  extreme  drought  which  was  general  throughout 
much  of  the  corn  area.     Acreage  planted  is  placed  at  10,008,000  acres, 
which  is  the  smallest  area  reported  since  1924-25,  when  the  acreage  was 
estimated  at  9,162,000  acres.     That  year  ended  a.  decade  in  which  the  sown 
area  averaged  from  around  8,000,000  to  9,000,000  acres,  and  was  followed 
lay  a  period  of  steady  expansion  in  corn  acreage,  which  reached  its  peak 
in  1935-36  with  a  planted  area. of  18,854,000  acres.

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While  no  estimate  of  the  acreage  harvested  is  available,  in  view 
of  the  almost  unprecedented  drought,  it  is  assumed  that  abandonment  was. 
much  above  average.    Unofficial  statements  indicant  a... 'that  •  at  least  half, 
of  the  planted  acreage  was  lost.     During  the  ya.st.  lO-years,  abandoned- 
acreage  averaged  30  percent  of  that  planted. 

The  corn  supply  situation,  which  has  been  such  a  problem  in 
Argentina  for  the  past  few  seasons,  as  the  result  of  the  burdensome 
stocks,  has  changed  materially  in  the  past  few  months.  -  The  surplus  was 
officially  estimated  at  359' million  bushels  at  .the  end  of  November  "out 
around  February  1,  was  placed  at  only  83  million  bushels.     Since  that 
time  the  surplus  has  reportedly  shrunk  to  64  million  bushels.  Though 
disappearance  has  undoubtedly  been  large,"  some  doubt  has  been  chores  sod 
as  to  disappearance  at  the  rate  reported,  and  trade,  sources  feel  that 
the  surolu.s  ha.s  been  underestimated. 


If  the  actual  carry-over  should  be  as  low  as  is  :  indicated  and  the 
current  outturn  should  be  .near'  the  reported  .figure ,,  a.  total  -supply  of 
only  about  140  million  bushels  would  be  available,  for. use  during  the  mar- 
keting year  1943-44.     This  would  be  in  marked  contrast  with  the  domestic 
disappearance  during  the  past  year  when  it  was  estimated  at  around  300 
million  bushels.

For  the  year  beginning  April  1942  an  unofficial  break-down  of 
domestic  disappearance  placed  use  for  food,  feed,   seed,  and  industry  at 
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a"bout  210  million  "bushels.    Use  for  fuel  was  placed  at  about  120  million 
bushels,  and  loss  was  estimated  at  around  270  million  bushels.     This  large 
loss  figure  has  resulted  from  inadequate  storage  facilities,  weevil  in- 
festation, spoilage,  etc.     Export  outlets  being  greatly  curtailed,  only 
about  ,9  million  bushels  were  shipped  out  of  the  country  during  the  year. 

With  exports  reduced  to  negligible  proportions,  the  Government  was 
faced  with  a  heavy  supply,  which  would  necessarily  deteriorate  under  the 
unsatisfactory  storage  conditions  unless  new  outlets  were  found.  In 
order  to  make  large  quantities  available  for  feed  and  fuel,  low  prices 
were . established  for  utilization  for  these  purposes  within  the  country, 
and  concessions  were  made  to  exporters,  making  it  possible  to  buy  low- 
priced  corn  for  export  for  fuel.     (See  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets, 
December  14,  1942.) 

The  unfavorable  prospects  for  this  year's  crop,  added  to  the 
apparent  shrinkage  in  stocks,  are  reported  to  have  caused  a  general  up- 
turn in  corn  prices,  and  many  farmers  are  said  to  be  withholding  grain 
from  the  market  in  the  expectation  of  higher  prices.     Some  agitation  for 
a  higher  minimum  price  was  reported  earlier  in  the  spring,  but  it  is  now 
considered  unlikely,  according  to  reports,  that  the  Government  will  es- 
tablish a  minimum  price  on  the  1942-43  crop.    Prices  are  expected  to  be 
determined  by  demand,  and,  in  view  of  the  short  supply,  no  governmental 
support  seems  indicated. 


BRAZIL  PLANS  NEW  USES  POR  MANDIOCA  .   .  . 

Brazil's  flour  mills  haye  had  compulsory  admixture  of  up  to  1-5 
percent  of  mandioca  with  wheat  flour  for  the  past  few  years.    A  commercial 
treaty  with  Argentina  signed  in  194-0  provided,  however,  for  a  gradual  re- 
duction of  the  amount  of  mandioca  flour  used  in  milling.     The  treaty  pro- 
vides for  elimination  of  such  use  by  December  31,  1943,  presenting  the 
problem  of  finding  new  outlets  for  the  mandioca  thus  diverted. 

Present  plans  include  encouragement  to  distillers  of  alcohol  from 
mandioca,  according  to  reports.    A  Mandioca  Commission,  recently  appointed, 
is  expected  to  establish  20  plants,  throughout  the  coxmtry,  for  producing 
alcohol  from  mandioca.     The  total  annual  capacity  of  the  plants  will  be 
40  million  liters  (about  10  million  gallons),  according  to  reports.  They 
are  to  be  operated  by  a  national  mandioca  cooperative. 

The  Government  is  to  guarantee  a  special  price  for  the  alcohol  at 
a  higher  rate  than  is  paid  for  that  made  from  sugarcane.    Mandioca,  starch 
is  also  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Government,  which  will  establish  a  10- 
percent  tax  on  that  product  as  well  as  on  mandioca  alcohol.     The  tax,  it 
is  said,  will  be  passed  on  to  the  consumer.

NEW  ZEALAND  LINSEED-OIL  IMPORTS 
AND  USES  PLACED  UNDER .  CONTROL  ... 

The  New  Zealand  Government  has  taken  steps  to  control  imports  and 
uses  of  linseed  oil,  and  as  a  result  of  this  decision,  the  following  order 
"became  effective  on  February  19,  1943; 

In  this  notice,  unless  the  context  otherwise  states,  linseed, 
oil  includes  all  kinds  and  grades  of  linseed  oil. 

Within  7  days  after  the  importation  of  any  linseed  oil  the  . 
importer  thereof  shall  furnish  in  writing  to  the  Factory  Controller; 
pa.rticulars  of  the  importation. 

No  person  who  imports  any  linseed  oil  while  this  notice  is  in 
force  shall  use,  sell,  supply,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  the 
linseed  oil  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the, Controller. 

Every  person  who  on  the  last  day  of  February  1943,  or  o:-i  the 
last  day  of  any  of  the  months  of  May,  August.,  November,  or  February  • 
thereafter  following,  is  the  owner  of  more  than  20  gallons  of  lin- 
seed oil  shall  furnish  particulars  in  writing  to  the  Factory 
Controller  within  15  days  thereafter. 

In  a  statement  to  the  press  on  February  20,  1943,  the  Minister  of 
Supply  and  Munitions  pointed  out  that  the  countries  supplying  New  Zealand 
had  placed  linseed  oil  under  stringent  export  control  and  had  also  placed 
limits  on  the  quantities  to  "be  obtained.     In  keeping  with  .the  policy/'  o'f;, 
pooling  resources  by  the  United  Nations,  it  has  been  established  that  coun- 
tries importing  essential  materials  must  base  orders  on  annual" -requirements. 

Early  in  1942  the  Government  declared  the  manufacture  of  linseed  oil 
a  licensed  industry  and  planned  to  crush  surplus  seed  from  the  flax  that  is 
grown  primarily  for  fiber.    A. factory  has  been  built  at  Donedin  and  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  operations  within  the  next  few  months.     It  is -hoped -that 
production  from  this  mill  will  alleviate  the  shortage  of  linseed  oil  ajid 
cake  in  New  Zealand,  ; 

The  war  has  prompted  the  New  Zealand  Department . of  Agriculture  and 
the  Plant  and  Research  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  to  investigate  the  possibilities  in  the  Dominion  for growing  cer- 
tain plants  that  provide  the  raw  materials  for  manufacturing  products  for- 
merly imported.     The  experiments  made  indicate  that  castor  beans,  olive,  and 
peanut  crops  may  be  among  those  harvested  in  the  near  future.    A  castor-bran 
crop  grown  from  selected  imported  seed  has  been  ha.rvcsted.     Whether  or  not 
a  larger  area  should  be  planted  will  be  decided  after  the  trial  extraction 
of  oil  has  been  completed.     Experiments  in  the  production  of  olives  and 
peanuts  arc  also- being  carried  on.

BRITISH  '.VEST  INDIES  COTTON  CROP 
BELOW  PEAK  YEARS  .  .  •. 


Sea  Island  cotton  production  in  the  British  West  Indies  during 
1943-43  is  estimated  to  ;oe  an  equivalent  of  5,410  "bales  (of  478  pounds). 
This  is  a  slight  decrease  from  last  year,  and  1,630  "dales  or  23.1  percent 
less  thai"  the  peak  year,  1940-41.     Acreage  planted  to  this  type  of  cotton 
in  1942  was  17,130  acres,  or  18.5  percent  less  than  the  year  hef ore,  and 
20.5  percent  less  than  2  years  earlier.     The  smaller  over-all  yield  of 
123  pounds  per  acre  last  year,  compared  with  156  pounds  in  1940-41  and 
about  151  pounds  this  year,  was  cue  largely  to  cotton  leaf '  worms  and  high 
winds,  which  prevailed  about  the  time  picking  began. 

The  peak  production  of  Marie  Gal ante  type  was  800  bales  in  1941-42. 
This  year's  crop  of  740  bales  is  about  equal  to  that  of  1940-41  when  750 
bales  were  produced.  .  The  Marie  Galante  type  of  cotton  is  a  native  variety 
in  the  West  Indies  and  lias  a  shorter  staple  than  the  Sea  Island  variety. 
'It  is  cultivated  almost  entirely,  on  the  island  of  Grenada.,  but  a  small 
amount  is  grown  in  St.  Vincent.     Almost  the  entire  crop  is  exported.  The 
British  Ministry  of  Supply  has  contracted  to  purchase  the  entire  pro- 
duction of  cotton  in  the  British  West  Indies  for  the  duration  of  the  war.

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TOBACCO 


MEXICAN  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  LOW; 
CONSUMPTION  INCREASES  ... 

The  1942-43  tobacco  crop  in  Mexico  is  estimated'  by  private  agencies 
to  be  about  7  percent  larger  than  the  small  1941-42  crop  hut  approximately 
30  percent  "below. the  average  production  during  the  5  years  ended  with 
1940-41.    Domestic  consumption  of  tobacco  products,  has  continued  to  in- 
crease, carry-over  stocks  on  March  1  were  substantially  lower  than  the 
high  level  of  recent  years,  and  an  active  demand  for  new-crop  leaf  is  an- 
ticipated, according  to  reports  reaching  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural 
Relations, 

The  1942-43  crop  is  estimated  at  about  32.0  million  pounds,  as 
compared  with  the  1941-42  crop  of  29.8  million  and  the  preceding  5-year 
average  production  of  45.5  million  pounds,     The  1942-43  production  of  dark 
types  has  been  severely  affected  by  drought  conditions  in  the  State  of 
Veracruz  and  is  one  of  the  smallest  on  record,  totaling  only  11.6  million 
pounds,  as  compared  with  14.3  million  pounds  in  1941-42.     The  production 
of  light  types,  including  some  flue-cured  and  hurley  leaf,  is  estimated,  at 
20.4  million  pounds,  as  compared  with  the  194-1-42  production  of  about  15.5 
million  pounds. 

The  domestic  consumption  of  tobacco  products,  made  almost  entirely 
from  native  leaf,  has  continued  to  increase,    During  the  first  9  months  of 
1942  the  consumption  of    cigarettes  was  4.9  percent  greater  than  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  1941.    Production  of  cut  tobacco  increased  by 
5.6  percent, .and  cigar  consumption  was  6.3  percent  greater  than  during  the 
preceding  year.

The  1942  midsummer  estimates  of  livestock  numbers  in  Sweden  show 
decreases  in  cattle,  hogs,  and  horses,  "but  an  increase  in  sheep  numbers 
compared  with  1941.    poor  feed-grain  crops  in  1940  and  1941  necessitated 
greatly  increased  slaughtering  of  cattle  and  calves.     This  is  apparent  in 
the  reduced  cattle  numbers  in  1942.     The  present  adequate  supply  of  feed 
is  encouraging  farmers  to  keep  more  animals,  as  indicated  by  reduced 
deliveries  to  slaughterhouses.

Cattle  numbers  decreased  8  percent  to  2,531,000  head  in  1942  and 
are  now  15  percent  lower  than  in  July  1939.     About  the  same  decline  is 
shown  in  milk  cows.     Hog  numbers  show  the  greatest  reduction  since  pre- 
war days,  the  total  having  declined  to  only  835,0^0  head  by  midsiiraner 
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1942,  a  decrease  of  36  percent  compared  with  1939  and  of  15  percent  compared 
with' 1941.     Slaughter  hogs  of  3  months  and  over,  however,  were  reduced  to 
only  277,000  head,  which  was  about  one-third  less  than  in  1941.     There  .are 
some  indications  that  the  downward  trend  may  have  be -n  .checked,  as  the 'num- 
"ber  of  pigs  under  3  months  increased  2  percent  in  1942.-    Commercial  slaugh- 
ter of  hogs  in  1942  fell  to  587,000  head,  compared  with  1,029,000  head  in 
1941  and  1,462,000  in  1940.     Slaughter  outside  comnercial  channels  probably 
has  "been  larger  than  usual  in  recent  years. 

The  number  of  horses  on  hand  last  summer  was  587,000  head,  a  decrease 
of  4  percent  below  1941.     Colts  and  foals,  however,  shoved  a  larger  decrease 
being"' 13  percent  below  1941.     There  has  been  a  small  decrease  in  the  number 
of  horses  compared  with  pre-war.     Sheep  numbers  increased  9  percent  in  1942 
to  446,000  head,  which  was  20  percent  above  1939.     Sheep  breeding  is  being 
encouraged,  principally  for  wool  production. 


MEAT  RATIONING  TO  GO  INTO  EFFECT 
IN  CANADA  .... 

The  War  Time  Prices  and  Trade  Board  of  Canada  is  now  working  out 
detailed  plans  for  meat  rationing,  which  a.re  to  be  put  into  effect  early 
in  May.  .  Rationing  has  become  necessa.ry  because  of  the  increased  demand 
by  civilians  arising  from  the  grea.ter  consumer  purchasing  power,  increased 
needs  of  the  armed  forces,  and  the  need  for  fulfilling  the  British  con- 
tracts.   Meats,   except  poultry,  fish,  and  edible  of fads,  will  be  rationed 
at  2  pounds  per  person  per  week,  which  is  somewhat  less  than  the  1941  ' 
average  of  2.5  pounds  per  person  per  week.     The  advisory  committee  on 
nutrition  has  given  assurance  that  this  allowance  of  2  pounds  of  meat, 
plus  customa,ry  and  available  amounts  of  milk,  eggs,  cheese,  fish,  and 
poultry,  gives  more  protein  from  animal  sources  to  satisfy  nutritional  re- 
quirements than  is  required  for  a  person  of  any  occupation,  arid  that 
differential  rationing  on  the' basis  of  occupation  would,  therefore,  be 
unnecessary. 


DROUGHT  AFFECTS  1943  URUGUAYAN  MEAT 

PRODUCTION  LESS  THAN  EXPECTED  ...  .... 

The  cattle  losses  that  occurred  in  Uruguay  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1942  and  early  in  1943,  as  a  result  of  the  unprecedented  drought,  arc 
difficult  to  evaluate  in  terms  of  their  effect  on  total  1943  meat  output. 
It  was  possible  to  ship  some  of  the  animals  to  slaughter,  even  though  in 
a  somewhat  reduced  condition,  while  others  could  not  be  moved  in  time  and 
thus  were  a  total  loss.     The  losses,  in  general,  are  estimated  anywh.ero 
from  400,000  to  1,500,000  head. 
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Because  a  part  of  the  abnormal  slaughter  occasioned  by  the  drought 
took  place  during  the  first  quarter  of  1943,  it  is  now  provisionally  esti- 
mated that  there  will  he  only  a  3-percent  decrease  in  beef  production  for 
the  current  year  as  a  whole.     This  estimate  also  is  based  on  the  expectation 
that  improving  weather  conditions  will  result  in  heavier  average  dressed 
weights  this  year.     Last  year,  the  average  live  weight  of  cattle  was  5  per- 
cent less  than  in  1940.     Then,  too,  liqtiidations  in  1942  probably  consisted 
mostly  of  inferior  cattle,  with  the  choice  stock  held  over  for  further 
finishing  and  marketing  in  1943. 

Sheep  and  lambs  have  apparently  been  little  touched  by  the  drought, 
and  mutton  and  lamb  production  is  expected  to  increase  3  percent.  Pork 
production  is  expected  to  decrease  6  percent,  as  hogs  are  scarce.     The  pro- 
duction of  mutton,  lamb",  and  pork  in  Uruguay  is  small  in  relation  to  beef. 

Uruguayan  packing  plants  purchased  980,000  cattle  in  1942,  an 
increase  of  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Approximately  57  percent  of 
purchases  were  described  as  for  export.    Purchases  of  sheep  and  lambs 
amounted  to  1,001,000    head  and  were  tvace  as  large  as  in  1941.     Hog  pur- 
chases were  relatively  small,  totaling  only    69,000  head  compared  with  57,000 
in  1941.    Prices  paid  by  packing  plants  were  the  highest  in  years.  Cattle 
brought  an  average  of  13.6  centesimos  per  kilogram,  live  weight,  ($3.25  per 
100  pounds)  compared  with  12.4  per  kilogram  ($2.44  per  100  pounds)  in  1941.

The  drought  that  prevailed  in  the  last  few  months  of  1942  and  early 
1943  resulted  in  the  shipment  of  many  unfinished  cattle  to  market.  There 
was  a  decline  in  average  weight  from  895  to  847  pounds.     This  lower  weight 
was  particularly  noticeable  in  the  last  quarter  of  1942.     Rainfall  in  the 
second  half  of  1942  was  28  percent  below  normal,  pastures  deteriorated, 
and  in  some  localities  wells  and  water  holes  dried  up.     Since  the  livestock 
industry  is  not  organized  to . rely  to  any  great  extent  on  ensilage  or  im- 
ported forage,  the  condition  of  stock  was  immediately  affected.     lj  As  soon 
as  the  drought  is  over,  a  census  of  losses  is  to  be  made  by  the  Government,

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The  small  purchases  of  sheep  by  packing  plants  -in  1941  were  the 
result  of  heavy  mortality  of  lambs  in  .the .winter  of  1940  ( June-August) . 
Last  year  the. winter  was  favorable  to  sheep,  and  flocks  were  built  up. 
This  fact,  together  with  the  drought  at  the  close  of  the.- year  and  the 
British  demand,,  largely  accounts  for.  the  higher  pur  chaises  in  194.2.  The 
short  corn  crop  and  the  expense  of  importing . feed  were  the  main  reasons . 
for  the  decline  in  hog  purchases  in  1942.

Exports  of  beef  and  veal,  converting  deboned  frozen  and  chilled  to 
a  bone-in  basis,  l/  totaled  172  million  pounds  in  1942,  a  decrease  of  10 
percent  compared  with  1941.     Exports  in  1942  were  17  percent  less  than  in 
1938.    Exports  of  frozen  and  chilled  beef  have  declined  each  year  since 
1938,  whereas  exports  of  canned  beef  have  increased. 

Although  .exports  of  frozen  and  chilled  beef  to  all  destinations 
declined  in  1942,  those  to  the.  United  Kingdom  increased  53  percent  to  98 
million  pounds.     Canned-beef  exports  increased  from  49  million  pounds  in  • 
1938  to  73  million  1942.     The  United  Kingdom  has  always  been  the  chief 
market  end  took  62  percent  of  the  total  in  1941.     In  1942,  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  declined  29  percent,  whereas  those  to  the  United  States 
increased  17  percent. 

Preliminary  estimates  for  1943  indicate  a  somewhat  larger  beef 
surplus  for  export  than  in  1942,  when  actual  exports  were  the  smallest  for 
some  years.    As  production  is  estimated  to  be  about  3  percent  smaller  than 
in  1942,  stock  carried  over  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  evidently 
somewhat  larger  than  a  year  earlier.     The  heavy  slaughter  toward  the  end  of 
.1942,  as  a  result  of  drought,  appears  to  be  the  main  reason  for  the  heavier 
carry-over.    Exports  of  mutton,  lamb,  and  pork  are  small  relative  to  beef, 
and  the  bulk  of  these  shipments  goes  to  the  United  Kingdom.
